DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  72: 

For  vacating  a part  of  Lillie  street  and  a part  of  Selden  street 
in  Edgertons  addition  to  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne , Indiana: 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  Lillie  street 
in  the  city  of  Fort  ne , Indiana,  from  the  south  property  line  of  Selden 
street  to  the  north  line  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Findlay,  Fort  Wayne 
and  Western  Railway;  also  to  vacate  Selden  street  from  its  intersection 
with  the  north  line  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Findlay  Fort  Wayne  & Western 
railway  to  the  east  property  line  of  Winter  street. 

All  as  shown  by  the  plan  of  such  proposed  vacation  of  said  part 
of  Lillie  street  and  saidpart  of  Selden  street  afore-described.  The 
property  idiich  may  be  Injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  the  vaca- 
tion of  afore-described  parts  of  streets  is  described  as  all  lots  and 
parcels  of  ground  contained  in  Edgertons  addition  to  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne, Indiana,  situate  in  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  northeast  quarter 
of  Section  Twelve  (12)  in  Township  Thirty  (30)  North  of  range  twelve, 
east,  except  lots  eight  (8),  nine  (9),  ten  (10)  and  eleven  (11), 
and  the  right-of-way  of  the  "Findlay  Fort  Wayne  and  Western  Railway," 
in  aforesaid  Edgertons  addition. 

The  cost  df  said  vacation  and  all  expenses  connected  therewith 
to  be  assessed  against  any  and  all  property  beneficially  affected  thereby 
All  of  said  streets  and  lots  and  lands  herein  named  and  describ- 
ed being  situated  in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne, Allen  County, Indiana.

Your  petitioner.  Hannah  M.  Edge rt on,  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  respectfully  represents  that  she  is  the  owner  of  all  of 
the  lots  in  Fdgerton1 s addition  to  the  city  of  Port  Wayne, 
the  plat  of  which  was  recorded  on  the  1st  day  of  .line,  1892 , 
in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Allen  county,  State  of  Indiana, 
in  Plat  Booh  1,  page  7 pJf  except  lots  eight  (8),  nine  (9),  ten 
(10)  and  eleven  (11),  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  way  of 
the  Findlay,  Port  Wayne  & Western  Railway  Company  across  said 
lots;  that  the  building  of  said  Findlay,  wort  Wayne'  & Western 
railroad  across  said  addition,  has  cut  up  the  lots  therein  so 
as  to  mafce  necessary  a re-arrangement  thereof,  together  with  a 
re-arrangement  of  certain  alleys  and  streets  therein.  Che 
presents  with  this  petition  the  original  plat  of  said  addition, 
together  with  an  amended  plat  thereof,  which  she  desires  to 
submit  for  the  approval  of  your  honorable  body. 

She  prays  that  the  following  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
original  plat  ma^y  be  vacated: 

Lillie  Street,  from  the  south  line  of  Selden  Street  to 
the  south  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Findlay,  Port  Wayne  & 
Western  Railway  Company, 

Selden  Street, from  the  east  line  of  the  alley  that  runs 
north  and  south  between  Winter  and  Lillie  street,  to  the  east 
line  of  winter  Street. 
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So  much  of  the  alley  that  lies  between  winter  and  Lillie 
Street,  as  extends  across  the  right  of  Tray  of  the  Findlay,  Fort 
Wayne  & Western  Railway  Company. 

So  much  of  the  alley  that  lies  between  Lillie  street  and 
Walton  Avenue  as  extends  across  the  right  of  way  of  said  Findlay, 
Fort  Wayne  & Western  Railway  company. 

She  also  prays  that  your  honorable  body  will  approve  the 
accompanying  amended  plat  of  said  Edgerton's  addition,  showing 
said  vacations,  the  re-arrangement  and  re-numbering  of  lots 
therein,  and  also  showing  the  dedication  of  new  streets  and 
alleys  in  said  attended  plat  to-  take,  the  place  of  those  vacated.
